WASHINGTON (UPI)— Air Force ef­ 
ficiency expert who first told C ongress 
of a $2 billion cost increase for the 
giant C5A cargo plane testified today 
that he now is assigned to studying costs 
for such minor program s as a bowling 
alley and m ess halls.

County hires mental health director 


County supervisors on Monday approved appointment of Dr. N orbert J. McNamara 
as the new county mental health director, at a salary of $28,032 per year. 
Dr. McNamara, who has been with the U.S. Public Health Service and who aided 
in setting up San Mateo County’s mental health program some years ago, accepted 
the post during a telephone call by Adm inistrative Officer Raymond D. Johnson. 
Among those who had been pushing county efforts to have the post filled was Su­ 
pervisor C urtis Tunnell, of Santa M aria. Tunnell said he has been receiving calls 
from many concerned persons in his area that the county program was suffering. 
Johnson, who has been working extrem ely hard to fill the position in the past few 
months, said Dr. McNamara is hoping to report not later than August 1 and may come 
before then. The position has been vacant since late last year. 
In line with other counties, Santa B arbara County will expand its mental health 


program effective July 1 in line with the state program . The state has released many 
i uses from state institutions and they are being cared for in their own localities 
thus adding considerably to the county’s outside clinic, program . 


Dr. McNamara will be the highest paid county employe under the $28,032 annual 
salary granted him. 
Johnson also told the board the county is endeavoring to fill four vacant clinical 
psychologist positions in the county. He recommended against recruitm ent ofpsy- 
chologists on a part-tim e basis, feeling that the higher pay needed would hurt the 
overall countv pav structure.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — House mem­ 
b ers, angered at the Supreme Court rul­ 
ing they had no right to exclude Rep.

o rd e rs them to pay it. 


“ W e'll never pay it,” was the defiant 
word around the House. Most m em bers 
argued hotly the Supreme Court had no 
business considering the case of Powell’s 
22*month exclusion from the 90th Con­ 
g re ss. They said the Constitution gives 
the House the exclusive right to judge 
the qualification of m em bers. But the 
court said the Constitution sets the qual­ 
ifications for House m em bers and Powell 
was eligible. 


Monday’s 7 to 1 ruling, which also 
sent to the lower courts the question of 
Powell’s right to back pay, cleared up 
the last of the legal problem s that have 
beset the Harlem lawmaker since 1960 
and that figured heavily in the March 
1,1967, House vote to exclude him.

The tax credit, first imposed in 1962 
to stim ulate the economy, acts as a $3 
billion annual subsidy for business in­ 
vestment by allowing firm s to write 
from taxes $7 for every $100 they spend 
for new equipment 
Republican congressional leaders said 
after a two-hour meeting with Nixon this 
morning that the chief executive would 
balk at any further com prom ise to win ap­ 
proval of his tax package 
House GOP leader G erald H. Ford told 
newsmen after the strategy conference 
that Nixon intended to stand firm on his 
proposals to continue the surcharge, ex­ 
empt about 5 million poor taxpayers from 
paying federal income taxes and to end the 
7 per cent tax credit for business in­ 
vestments. 
“The President feels there should be 
no compromise beyond the three-pronged 
bill he proposed,” Ford said. “ A temp­ 
orary or a lim ited extension would just 
add fire to the situation now regarding 
inflation.”

An estimated 582,000 divorces 
and annulments were granted 
in 1968, or 59,000 more than 
were granted in 1967, the center 
reported.

provisional 1968 rate to 2.9 per 
1.000 population. 
However, the provisional rate 
for the 12-month period ending 
in March, 1969 is even higher at 
3.0 per 
1,000 
a 
divorce 
statistician said. 
The highest divorce figures 
ever compiled since divorce 
reporting began in 1867 were in 
the post-war years 1945-47. The 
divorce rate shot up to 3.5 in 
1945 and the total number of 
divorces recorded the fol ¡owing 
year was 610,000. 
“ This seems to be a world­ 
wide phenomenon,” the statisti­ 
cian 
said as he noted that 
United Nations statistics show 
divorce increasing in many 
other countries, 


“ One of the reasons is that 
many people born just after the 
war are getting married now, 
hut 1 am sure that does not 
explain the whole increase,” he 
said.

Salmon fishing out of Port 
San Luis was on the spotty side 
last week with fish beginning to 
get scarce. 
One commercial fisherman 
claims some of the larger fish 
are about ready to spawn, judg­ 
ing by the condition of the roe. 
Fish are heading north to en­ 
ter the rivers on the way to 
spawning grounds. 
Commercial 
fishermen, 
working deep water, have done 
better than the average sport 
fisherman who does not get as 
deep. This is normal for this 
time of year. Things may be 
quiet for some time until the 
late-season run starts. 
Rock fishing has been very 
good with lots of lings andcabe- 
zone. The Point Sal area still 
is the best for the larger fish. 
This is too long a trip, how­ 
ever, for the smaller private 
boats. 
How the latest oil deposits on 
local beaches will affect fish­ 
ing remains to be seen. It will 
really foul up surf fishermen, 
who may just as well put the 
outfits away until things clear. 
And that may well be a long 
time! 
Possibly 
the 
oil situation 
could affect the taste of salmon. 
We remember when an oil line 
broke in San Luis Creek a few 
years ago. While it apparently 
did not harm the steelhead, the 
fish were unfit to eat because 
of a strong oil taste. They were 
so bad that even our cat turn­ 
ed down the oil-flavored steel- 
head! 
Locally, trout fishing is fair 
to good with Lopez Lake still 
the best spot. The wind has 
been heavy in the afternoon. 
This water is still getting hea­ 
vy angling pressure and fish are 
becoming scattered. Even with 
a boat fish are often hard to 
locate. So far we have not 
been able to determine if the 
planting by the Water Control 
Board, according to the agree­ 
ment, has taken place. They 
were required to plant fish to 
take the place of those lost due 
to the closure of the stream by 
the dam. 
Laguna Lake, always a cold, 
windy spot, has been on the 
spotty side. But fish are there. 
Margarita Lake 
is 
fair to 
good. Weather conditions were 
such that there were not many 
anglers out 
during 
the past 
week. 
Nacimiento Lake reports fish­ 
ing is really beginning to get 


into stride for the summer 
months. Crappie are being taken 
in large quantities with a feath­ 
er jig and white pork rind pro­ 
ducing the best results. A live 
minnow 
fished 
about 
12 
feet from the bottom has also 
been very effective. Bass fish­ 
ing is good off the rocky points 
for those anglers who are con­ 
tent to take the difficult fish­ 
ing due to heavy boat traffic 
on the lake. 
Cachuma has yielded some 
nice trout weighing up to three 
pounds for those fishing deeper 
water. Bass fishing is picking 
up with catfishing on the slow 
side. 
Water conditions are chang­ 
ing in most areas of northern 
and central California, accord­ 
ing to PG * E stream scouts. 
Most 
streams are currently 
reaching peak water flows. High 
water is the rule for waters 
south of the Merced River and 
some areas are beginning to of­ 
fer good fishing. However, any­ 
one figuring on taking a fish­ 
ing trip to those areas, is ad­ 
vised to wait for more set­ 
tled stream conditions. 
Relatives of ours, who were 
over here from the Porterville 
area for the clamming tides, say 
that very good fishing is being 
found 
at 
Success Reservoir. 
Surface plugs are accounting for 
bass. Blue and white channel 
catfish are being caught in the 
shallow water. The average size 
for catfish is about three pounds 
— just a nice eating size. 
Those anglers who heid for 
the Sierras, especially Crowley 
Lake, should note that Crowley 
will close to trout fishing on 
July 
31, a later than usual 
date. The late closure is be­ 
cause the lake was opened lat­ 
er this spring than normal. The 
lake will then open in the fall 
for a special fly fishing sea­ 
son from Sept. 15 through Oct. 
31. 
A release from the Dept, of 
Parks 
and Recreation states 
that the City of San Luis Obis­ 
po received a check for over 
eight thousand dollars for furth­ 
er development of recreation fa­ 
cilities 
at 
Laguna 
Lake. 
Included are picnic sites, rest­ 
rooms, and fishing facilities 
on the 31-acre lake. This repre­ 
sents the second payment of an 
approved grant of $50,000 for 
the project. The money comes 
from the State Park Bond Act 
authorized by voters during the 
1964 elections

For the average golfer, the 
first tee is the scene of sev­ 
eral things that will affect his 
game that day.

3. His plan of attack, if he has 
one. 
Here, he goes to his bag, 
unzips a compartment and fum­ 
bles around until he finds his 
golf glove,

and a handful of tees. Then he 
zips the bag, rises and ex­ 
tracts his driver. 
Here also, he generally visits 
the ball washer, churns it a few 
times and fishes in his pockets 
for a tee.

mal. For some golfers, it has 
become so routine that he does it 
without thinking — which, of 
course, is a mistake. 
No one who has ever heard 
the slosh of a ball washer or 
somebody tugging a club out of 
their bag while he’s attempting 
to tee off will argue that the 
sounds are not irritating and 
distracting. 
The proper etiquette for a 
foursome waiting to tee off is 
to stand or sit quietly until the 
preceding group has gone.

nebulous veil hangs ominously 
over the earth. 
Man 
put 
it 
there. 
It 
is 
polluted 
air, 
loosely 
called 
smog. 


Its presence proves that man 
has the technical capacity to 
suffocate himself, and other 
living things on this planet. 
There may be time to rend 
the veil, or at least to keep it 
from reaching the dimensions 
of disaster. 
In many places the veil still 
is imperceptible to the senses. 
In others, its presence often is 
painfully apparent. 


When the eyes smart and 
water, 
when breathing is a 
throat—burning ordeal you know 
Seven if the sun is bright and 
the sk>' lovely-4hat smog is all 
around you. 
Sustain Life 
The atmosphere is vast. For 
billions of years it possessed 
ability 
to keep itself fairly 
clean, clean enough to sustain 
life on earth. 
But 
man 
has 
established 
himself as superior to nature, if 
only in a self-defeating sense. 
He can foul his environment 
faster than nature can clean it 
up. 


Man has polluted his rivers 
and lakes and soil, and even the 
seas. 
He has produced a crescendo 
of noise and clatter in his 
factories and offices—yes, and 
in his places of amusement— 
which not only impair efficien­ 
cy but actually threaten health. 
He has strewn his highway 
and byways, his streams and 
his beaches with the ugly litter 
of civilization. What to do with 
solid waste has become gigantic 
puzzle with ill fitting pieces. 
The atmosphere which wraps 
the planet in a gaseous film no 
thicker in proportion than an 
apple skin has not escaped. 
Science Meeting 
In April, 1968, J. George 
Harrar, president of the Rocke­ 
feller 
Foundation, addressed 
the 
annual 
meeting 
of the 
National Aacademy of Sciences. 
Outside 
azalea bushes were 
flaming all over Washington, 
robins 
were 
chirping, 
all 
seemed right with the world. 
But inside the academy Harrar 
was saying: 
“ And 
now 
it 
is our air 
envelope that is endangered. 
The outpouring of the bypro­ 
ducts of modern industrializa­ 
tion has reached dimensions 
with which we are at present 
unable to cope. 
“ Incinerators, industrial and 
power plants, automobiles, and 
many other elements combine 
to produce a complex pollution 
pattern. 
“ As all nations increasingly 
industrialize and as their cities 
burgeon, 
the 
possibility 
of 
eventual suffocation 
as 
the 
result of this pollution becomes 
a very real threat.’’ 
There appears to be no doubt 
that air pollution is a serious 
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menace to public health. Tliere 
appears to be no doubt that air 
pollution, 
unchecked, 
can 
change 
the world’s climate, 
probably for the worse. If the 
polluted air doesn’t choke us, it 
may trigger climatic events 
such as melting of the polar ice 
caps which would drown our 
greatest cities. Conversely it 
may hasten return of the Ice 
Age. 


Still Time 
But there still is, say some 
experts, time to prevent these 
calamities. How much time? 
The Committee on Pollution of 
the 
National 
Aacademy 
of 
Sciences has reported: 
“ Air pollution is increasing 
faster 
than 
our 
population 
increases.’’ 
The 
world population 
is 
expected 
to double by 2000 
A.D., 31 years hence. 
Another academy group, the 
Committee 
on 
Atmospheric 
Sciences, estimated that “ we 
have, at best, but one or two 
generations” 
in 
which to 
acquire understanding of the 
problem 
and do 
something 
about it. 


Even before man the atmos­ 
phere was polluted. Volcanoes 
have thrown dust and gases 
into 
the 
air 
from 
time 
immemorial. 
Other 
natural 
pollutants have been dust from 
wind-eroded soil, salt particles 
from the sea, methane from 
marshes hydrogen sulfide from 
rotting organic matter radioac­ 
tive materials from the earth’s 
crust, 
pollen, 
spores, 
and 
airborne bacteria. 
With these natural pollutants 
nature could cope. The atmos­ 
phere 
starts at the earth's 
surface and rises hundreds of 
miles until it fades into space. 
It weighs a stupendous 5,700 
trillion tons. 
About 70 per cent of this 
great ocean of air-thin though 
it is-exists in a region about 
six miles high. This is the 
troposphere where the winds 
blow and the rains and snows 
fall and the hurricanes and 
tornadoes roar. 
Pollution Accumulates 
This is where the pollution, 
man-made or natural, tends to 
accumulate on the calm days. 
This is where nature, with wind 
and rain and snow does what it 
can to disperse or precipitate 
the pollutants which otherwise 
would clog it. 


The atmosphere 
normally 
consists of about 78 per cent 
nitrogen, a relatively inert gas; 
21 per cent oxygen, which keeps 
us alive; three-hundredths of 1 
per cent carbon dioxide, the 
prime 
food 
of plants, 
and 
smaller amounts of other gases. 
Now comes man with the 
fume and particles released by 
his fires and engines and the 
dusts blown from the deserts he 
has made and the pesticides he 
spreads to the four winds and 
the solid and liquid bits of 
waste he dumps into the air. He 
threatens not only to defeat the 
atmospheres self-cleansing ca­ 
pacity 
but 
also to 
change 
drastically 
its 
fundamental 
composition. 


A Garbage Dump 
In this country we pour about 
143 million tons of pollutants 
into the air in a single year. In 
thus using the atmosphere as a 
sort 
of 
garbage 
dump we 
unwittingly make co-conspira­ 
tors of the weather and the sun. 
Fog grabs man’s noxious or 
toxic aerosols and other parti­ 
culates and concentrates them 
in stifling pockets. It converts 
sulfur dioxide, a product of 
burning coal or oil, into sulfuric 
acid. Fog and sulfur oxides 
have figured in all the great air 
pollution disasters of the past. 
On 
occasion 
the 
weather 
creates conditions that intensi­ 
fy the evils already present in 
the atmosphere. A layer of 
warm air slides above the cool­ 
er surface air. This is a ‘‘tem­ 
perature inversion.” It keeps 
the dirtiest air from rising and 
dispersing. It traps atmospher­ 
ic poisons emitted by the works 
of man. 


Smog As A Killer 
Smog 
is 
a 
word 
coined 
centuries 
ago in Britain to 
describe the ugly mixture of 
smoke and fog that sooted the 
countryside for miles beyond 
the environs of coal-burning 
London. 
As the word is used today, 
smog means something much 
more complex than a mere 
mixture of smoke and fog. It is 
the photochemical variety that 
plagues 
Los 
Angeles, 
for 
example, on 200 or more days a 
year. Los Angeles is hemmed 
by a bowl of mountains which 
interferes with air circulatior 
and helps to maintain stagnant 
inversions. 
One result has been that Los 


Angeles leads the nation in 
pioneering efforts to do some­ 
thing about air pollution. It has 
at least kept the problem from 
getting worse 
for the time 
being. 


A Chronic Condition 
What troubles Los Angeles 
and 
practically 
every other 
large city in the world is a 
chronic condition which, howev­ 
er unhealthy it may be, still 
lies 
somewhat 
this side of 
disaster. 
It was the acute “ episodes” 
that 
forced 
upon the world 
some 
awareness 
of 
what 
industrial man can do to the 
atmosphere and himself. 
As the National Tuberculosis 
and Respiratory Disease Asso­ 
ciation 
said 
in 
a 
recent 
publication: 
“ It was probably the shock of 
the 
notorious 
air 
pollution 
disasters. . .that first stripped 
the smokestack of its glory. . . 
and 
turned 
what 
was 
a 
monument to progress into a 
gravestone for the dead.” 


Some Disasters 
Muese River Valley, Belgium. 
Belgium was blanketed by a 
thick, cold fog in the first week 
of December, 1930. The heavily 
industrialized, 
15 mile - long 
Meuse 
River 
Valley 
was 
trapped 
under 
an 
inversion 
layer of stagnant air. Pollutants 
accumulated. In a few days 
thousands became ill; 60 died. 
Donora, 
Pa. An inversion 
covered 
a 
large 
part 
of 
northeastern United States in 
October, 1948. In the Monon- 
gahela River Valley lay Dono­ 
ra, a town of 14,000 crammed 
with industries. Nearly half of 
the inliabitants, 6,000, got sick. 
And 20 died. 
London. For centuries Londo 
ners had heated their homes 
with soft coal in fireplaces. 
London fogs were both notor­ 
ious and commonplace. But in 
December 1952, there occurred 
a fog which surpassed others of 
the past. A five-day spell of 
stagnant air killed 4,000 per­ 
sons. 
New York. This city’s pollu- 


tlon disasters might have gone 
unnoticed 
if 
public 
health 
scientists had not studied the 
death records. They concluded 
that New York had experienced 
air pollution ‘episodes’ in 1953, 
1962, 
1963, and 1966. In 1963, 
they found, 405 persons died 
because of poisoned air. 


The chief victims in each 
disaster were the elderly with 
ailments of the heart and lungs. 
Weather 
conditions helped the 
polluted air to do its deadly 
work. 


The 
major pollutants are 
carbon monoxide, sulfur oxides, 
hydrocarbons, nitrogen oxides, 
particulate matter (everything 
from aerosols to soot), and 
what the official tables call 
“ miscellaneous other.”

Farmer tax 
relief bill 
approved 


— The Senate has approved 
legislation authored by Sena­ 
tor 
Robert 
J. Lagomarsino 
(R - Ventura, Santa 
Barbara 
Counties) extending the senior 
citizens property tax relief law 
to certain needy elderly farm­ 
ers. 
The bill, SB 1019, corrects 
an inequity in the existing sen­ 
ior citizens tax relief which 
prohibits elderly farmers from 
claiming 
relief 
even though 
their net income for the year 
may have been zero. 
Under existing law, elderly 
homeowners with incomes of 
less than $3,500 may receive 
partial or total relief from 
property taxes on their homes. 
However, a $10,000 gross in­ 
come limit in the law works 
to discriminate against farmers 
who own their homes but have 
high gross receipts, regardless 
of their net income. 
In one case eited by Senator 
Lagomarsino, 
a 
G8-year-old 
farmer whose net income was 
zero last year was not able to 
claim tax relief on his home, 
because his gross receipts ex­ 
ceeded $10,000, though he oper­ 
ated at a loss “ This bill will 
assure that the intention of the 
Legislature in providing relief 
for elderly homeowners is car­ 
ried out," Lagomarsino said.

now 
goes 
to 
the Assembly.

Lompoc 
area residents interested in 
putting their skills to use in 
developing nations around the 
world are invited to take the 
Peace Corps Placement Test 
at 1:30 p.m. on Saturday, June 
21 at Room 37, basement, Main 
Post Office at Anacapa and Can­ 
on Perdida Streets in Santa Bar­ 
bara.

Home loans 
increase 
by $2,500 


President Nixon lias signed 
into law the first direct vet­ 
eran benefit measure passed 
by the Congress in his admin­ 
istration. 
Among its principal provi­ 
sions, PL 91-22, which became 
effective June6,1969, increases 
from $17,500 to $21,000 the 
maximum amount which the Vet­ 
erans Administration may loan 
a veteran for a home. 
Also raised from $10,000 to 
$12,500 is the amount which the 
VA may grant paraplegic vet­ 
erans 
for 
specially adapted 
housing. 
Another provision of the new 
law extends the specially ad­ 
apted housing benefit to vet­ 
erans who have eighter lost or 
lost use of one lower extrem­ 
ity and are suffering other ser­ 
vice - connected neurological 
or orthopedic disability requir­ 
ing regular use of a wheelchair. 
Previously, 
only 
veterans 
who had lost or lost use of both 
lower extremities as the re­ 
sult of military service were 
eligible for VA “ wheel chair 
home” grants. 
Finally, the new law relaxes 
the first lein requirements for 
VA-guaranteed home loans to 
permit guaranty of homes for 
veterans where basic financ­ 
ing requires first lein secur­ 
ity for monthly charges to home 
buyers for development of com­ 
munity 
and recreational fac­ 
ilities.

Three days before Norwegian explorer Thor Heyerdahl 
and crew shoved off from Safi, Morocco, bound for America 
in a papyrus boat, an American adventurer named Bill Verity 
embarked on a similar voyage from Fenit, Ireland, with much 
less publicity, 
-Whereas Heyerdahl hopes to prove that ancient Egyptians 
could have visited the New World and left the technique of 
pyramid building with the Indians, Verity hopes to prove the 
old legend that says St. Brendan and his monks sailed from 
Ireland and reached America centuries before Columbus. 
Verity, who is sailing alone, left County Kerry on May 22 
in a 20-foot boat he built himself and modeled on the one St 
Brendan was said to have used. His goal was Fort Lauderdale, 
Fla., 4,500 miles away, which he hoped to reach in 75 to 90 
days.

Like Heyerdahl, after a visit to Mexico and Central America, 
Verity got the idea of pre-Columbian Old World-New World 
cultural contacts from anthropological studies among the In­ 
dians of Florida and the Gulf of Mexico. His theory is that 
the Gulf Stream, carrying timbers to the west coast of Ire­ 
land, led the early monks to suspect that a land mass lay at 
the source of the current.

County supervisors and mental health 
officials are becoming more and more 
concerned about the inability to select 
a new mental health director. 
Their anxiety increases as the days 
go by and it will not be long before the 
Lanterman-Petris-Short 
Mental Health 
Act goes into full operation in the coun­ 
ty. 
'This is scheduled for July 1, at the 
start of the 1969-70 fiscal year. 
The state budget for mental health has 
now been revised and contains an item 
of $1,561,629 for the operation of the 
county’s 
mental health services under 
the enlarged state program for the com­ 
ing fiscal year. 
The county’s share of this is $123,- 
582. 
Both amounts have been revised up­ 
ward in the past month since the gover­ 
nor’s budget was first announced. 
Acting Mental 
Health Director Dr. 
Joseph T. Nardo has informed the coun­ 
ty 
supervisors of the revised figures, 
and supervisors have referred them to 
the administrative officer for presen­ 
tation at July public hearings on the 
budget. 
State reimbursement is now pegged 
at an excess of $1.1 million with pa­ 
tients fees expected to account for per­ 
haps $325,000 or more. 
Dr. Nardo, who also is the county’s 
health director, was queried a few days 
ago as to progress in obtaining a new di­ 
rector. He indicated little or no pro­ 
gress, 
in a situaton that has now be­ 
come of grave concern to staffers of the 
various mental health clinics in the 
county along with the county officials 
closely aligned with the mental health 
program, and the County Mental Health 
Advisory Committee. 
How can the county program be ex­ 
panded adequately without a full-time 
director? 
How can it operate at all ef­ 
fectively 
under a stop-gap 
system? 
'These are the questions being asked, 
and Administrative 
Officer 
Raymond 
D. Johnson, 
Dr. 
Nardo and super- ' 
visors have worked hard to get the pro­ 
gram 
moving by having the long-vacant 
position filled. 
There is little likelihood the position 


can be filled — some believe — without 
wrecking the county’s salary structure. 
This for the reason that qualified appli­ 
cants are few and many counties are 
seeking mental health directors. 
Those who have been interviewed have 
shown they are in an enviable bargain­ 
ing spot, and are taking advantage of it. 
The county will have to pay a qualified 
man $28,000 a year and possibly much 
more, if there are not fringe benefits of 
substance to go with the $28,000. Some 
applicants have sought to get a uni­ 
versity appointment along with the coun­ 
ty position; 
others have shown they 
would like to retain their iiKlependence 
and get private fees as well. 


Staffing the department at lower lev­ 
els is a continuing program. 
Dr. Nardo also recently stated there 
is need to expand the present service 
to give medical evaluation and care for 
alcoholics. 'This is in addition to an en­ 
larged projected 
outpatient 
clinic for 
mentally disturbed persons, many of 
whom are being returned to home areas 
from state institutions. 
County officials will have to work 
fast if they can come up with a qualified 
new mental health director before July 
1. Serious as it is, however, to lack a 
new director at this point, the problem 
is only one of numerous new crises 
being faced by the supervisors.

Dear Sir, 
We wish to commend Mr. Stevens for 
his “ Looking Glass’ column of June 11, 
in'which he expresses interest and con­ 
cern for Welfare Reform. We agree with 
his points wholeheartedly. To take abet­ 
ter look into the “ Looking Glass’’ your 
readers might be Interested to know 
that in Lompoc and Santa Ynez Valley 
there are 270 Old Age Security recipi­ 
ents, 11 Blind Aid recipients, and 106 
Disabled recipients, a total of 396, over 
50 per cent of the total welfare popula­ 
tion and none of which can be considered 
readily employable. 
We 
concede that 
many persons over 65 Do work but the 
State legislature in writing the Old Age 
Security program, didn’t say they abso­ 
lutely had to. There are 335 families 
with missing or incapacitated fathers fall 
into the unemployable category, at least 
temporarily. Of the mothers Involved in 
the other family cases, many have small 
infants, many lack adequate education 
and many who have both older children 
and better educations, have no car to 
either look for work or to get to the job 
once one is found. The remaining 45 fam­ 
ilies receiving assistance as of June 1, 
1969, receive it due to the unemploy­ 
ment of the fathers. These are men 


whose unemployment benefits have been 
exhausted or who did not work in jobs 
covered by UIB. Some do have cars 
to get to work. All are looking for work 
and currently registered with the State 
Department of Employment even though 
the Work Incentive Program (WIN) is 
frozen at the state level. 
Considering the current economic situ­ 
ation, we might question Mr. Stevens’ 
estimate of “thousands’’ of jobs “ inthis 
county.’’ Nevertheless we urge those 
who do have jobs to offer, to register 
them as rapidly as possible with the 
State Department of Employment, 712 
East Chai>el, Santa Maria, phone WA 
5-8686, so these 45 men can have a 
chance at them. 
We also urge an expression of inter­ 
est in program reform be made to all 
state and federal legislative representa­ 
tives as it is at these levels the pro­ 
grams are formulated and therefore 
reform can be effected.

Stake threatened 


There's never a shortage of baby 
sitters for minding other peoples bus­ 
iness. 


MILAN, Italy. — This is the hard-core, 
powerhouse locale of the Italian Com­ 
munist party, the largest in the Western 
world. It achieved 8.5 million votes in 
the last election — more than a quarter 
of the national ballots. / nd "1th the turn 
of events here it now threatens our whole 
stake in this NATO ally. 
Anarchy is on the 
planning 
boards in 
Moscow. 
Probing 
Western Europe for 
the weakest decisive 
point since the fall of 
de Gaulle in France, 
the 
Kremlin 
has 
chosen Italy. 
Tragically for us 
and for the Italian 
peíale, the conveni­ 
ent center-left coali­ 
tion government that has ruled this coun­ 
try for seven years has become an ideal 
spawning - ground for the Reds’ purposes. 
Since de Gaulle took France out of 
NATO our need for a stabilized Italy is 
greater than ever before. 
Italy borders on France, Switzer­ 
land and Austria, with West Germany 
at Austria’s rear. It fronts Red Yugo 
slavia. It flanks Yugoslavia and Red Al­ 
bania on the Adriatic. It is the key to 
North Africa and to Greece. Classically, 
the Italians have called the Mediterran- 
ean “ mare nostrum,’’ “ our sea.’’ This 
country is the logistic center for our 
entire NATO naval complex in the Medi­ 
terranean. A stable Italy as the indis­ 
pensable seat of American power at the 
crossroads of the Soviet-threatened Med- 
iterranean is a strategic imperative. In 
the defense of Western Europe — as the 
Russians well know — there is no sub­ 
stitute for our needed Italy. 
Yet the splits in the convenient cet>- 
ter-left coalition and its leaders’ relent­ 
less infighting put the government in the 
position of the Egyptian desert serpent 
that swallows itself. And this appetite 
for selt-destruction, in turn, is hand- 
somely pressurized by Moscow through 
the Communist party — aided and abet­ 
ted psychologically by the new presence 
off these shores of the Soviet Mediter­ 
ranean Fleet. 
The coalition becomes weaker and 
more paralyzed in terms of national ac­ 
tion as the peoples’ dissatisfaction growS| 


'This creates a vicious circle which 
whirls in response to the laws of cause 
and effect. 
The industrial workers, the students 
and the peasants are dissatisfied. It^ 
ly’s university peculation has doubled in 
the past 10 years. There are a h alt 
million students now and they are wait- 
ing impatiently to see how Premier Mar­ 
iano Rumor’s university reform bill 
works out. They demand changes in the 
poor conditions and antiquated methods. 
The wage imbalances with the other Com­ 
mon Market countries require chang­ 
es. The income chasm between the north 
and south requires changes. The im­ 
mense bureaucracy, which has become 
literally a third force here, requires 
changes. 
In short, Italy’s entire national make­ 
up is now shouting for a to(>to>bottom 
overhaul. 
Yet these changes must be made by a 
government which seems to the people 
so paralyzed that it cannot change any­ 
thing. 
Pending change, the current distrac­ 
tion is violence. The Italian bomb out­ 
rages we read about in our papers are, 
at close hand, senseless and patternless. 
One can find no single cause, and the 
police have found no unified culprits, nor 
have they claimed to. 
Twice in the past few months, and 
now again, the country has heard rumors 
of a military take-over, as in Greece, 
against the threat of a Red star over 
Italy. 
'liie Italian forzarmade is a branch 
of the army. It is directly under the 
Ministry of Defense and has access to 
the arms and armor, most of which, ir>. 
cidentally, 
has 
been 
supplied 
by 
the United States. And the carabinieri 
have outposts in every Italian and Si­ 
cilian town and village. Locally based, 
it is a ready - made force for military 
intervention. 
Clearly, this is a nation which, above 
all, now desires stable government. This 


can contain its own backlash, for so 
much anti - government resentment is 
sweeping the country that many thought­ 
ful Italians wonder if a capitulation is 
not in the making. 
Some look across the Adriatic and 
see this in the form of Tito’s Red Yug­ 
oslavia. 
Others wonder if the answer 
may be in the model of the military

The nine-man County Library Advisory 
Comittee will meet in Lompoc Library 
on Jui№ 26 to pave the way for sub­ 
mission of its annual request to the 
Board of Supervisors, 
A per capita fee' 
of $2 is allotted to

for an estimated 42, 
500 people 
which 
includes the 
city’s 
25,000-plus populat­ 
ion and about 
half 
of those attributed to Vandenberg Air 
Force Base, and those living in Van­ 
denberg Village and Mission Hills. 
Inside library sources reveal that the 
committee feels it is almost too late 
for a successful revision of the basic 
rate above the $2 figure and instead 
will merely point out that costs of 
operating have risen about 10 per cent 
above what it cost to operate libraries 
when the $2 rate was set two years 
ago. 
Despite this there have been rumors 
that the library committee would ask 
for an increase in the per capita rate 
to levels up to $2,50. Some months 
ago, Lompoc’s Library Board talked of 
the $2.50 figure. 
All the talk is really about the level 
of library service. 
There is word that 
libraries in Lompoc, Santa Maria and 
the City of Santa Barbara cannot op­ 
erate at the present level of service 
on the $2 rate. 
Actually each of the 
three library systems gets only $1,90 
of the $2 because 10 cents is with­ 
held in a library building fund. 
In Lompoc, some knowledgeable li­ 
brary interests have argued that the 
Valley’s system should get much more 
money even under the $2 rate. They 
base their argument on the contention 
that 50-50 split of base connected per­ 
sonnel is unjust to the Lompoc area. 
They contend that as much as 65 per 
cent of base personnel live in the Lom­ 
poc Valley, A United Fund official ac­ 
tually sets the figure at 65 per cent 
and other estimates place it lower but 
still significantly above the 50-50. If 


the breakdown is in fact inaccurate by 
even as many as 1,000 persons, it 
would mean that the Lompoc Library 
was being shortchanged about $1,900 
in terms of operating and book-buying 
capital. 
There are however, serious argum­ 
ents and no little political opposition 
to any readjustment of the population 
figure. 
A fact sheet outlining costs of op­ 
erating the Lompoc library for the 1969- 
70 fiscal year shows salaries of $80,- 
024, up seven per cent above the curr­ 
ent fiscal year; materials, supplies and 
services, fjZ,222, up 10.5. 


But the whole library picture in Lom­ 
poc has been clouded by the fact that 
tlie city has a 15 cent city library tax. 
Coupled with this is an eight-cent coun­ 
ty library tax, bringing to 23 cents the 
rate of library support by residents of 
the city. 
There has been for a long 
time the contention that city dwellers 
were really being taxed double in a 
sense. 
More 
recently 
there 
has 
been 
the contention that a greater portion 
of the library users come from cou­ 
nty areas than is being paid for by 
the county’s per capita rate. 
All these problems have their or­ 
igins in the dim past when people at 
the hub of county government in Santa 
Barbara considered Lompoc a little 
outpost in the wilderness. As recent 
as the past year an important cou­ 
nty 
government 
document came to 
Lompoc addressed: Santa Barbara Cou­ 
nty Library, Lompoc Branch. 
That 
surely was a Freudian slip on the part 
of some clerk or typist in Santa Bar­ 
bara, but it maintains the atmosphere 
of inequality that has persisted for so 
long. 
Critics of this kind of thinking say 
the proponents are just too sensitive 
but remember as regular as clockwork, 
someone makes the suggestion that the 
county take over Lompoc Library and 
run it as a county facility. That would 
seem an unlikely possibility at this 
juncture because of the money 
the 
city has put into the new facility on 
East North Avenue, but 
it doesn’t 
do 
any harm to “ keep our powder 
dry,’’
